Yariv, chief of military in- 
telligence until September 1972 and 
now head of Tel Aviv University's 
Strategic Studies Institute, was par- 
ticularly concerned about the need to 
maintain a military presence in the 
West Bank — an area he defined as 
“strategically the most sensitive.” 

Speaking on Israel Radio's weekly 
mews magazine programme, Yariv 
said Israel must insist on main- 
taining its forces in both the Weat 
Bank and in the Gaza Strip “until the 
procesa of changing relations 
between us and our Arab neighbours 
has been completed.” He envisaged, 
eventually, the same type of 
relationship as that existing between 
the countries of Western Europe, 
which not so long ago were engaged 
in bitter warfare. . 

Yariv said he was not very con- 
cerned about the question of settle- 
ment in the administered territories, 
noting that he did not envisage ‘‘hun- 
dreds of thousands" of Jews wanting 
ta settle. Although he foresaw no. 
more than “a few settlements" in 
the areas, Yarlv did stress that some 


“gymbolic”’ recognition must be 
given to Israel's ‘temotional, 
religious and historical Hnk” with 
the West Bank. 

Gavish, who was O.C. Southern 
Front at the time of the Six Day War, 
‘was much more concerned with the 
question of Israel's withdrawal in 
Sinai. Speaking on the same radio 
pro; me as Yariv, Gavish in- 
sisted that any such withdrawal 
must be staggered over a period of 15 
to 20 years. He noted that this was es- 
sential to enable Israel to evaluate 
the sincerity of Egypt's peaceful in-| 
tentions. 

As for Sharm e-Sheikh, Gavish: 
was adamant that some arrange. 
ment must be arrived at that would” 
assure some form of Israe4 control 
there for the next 25 or 20 years. He 

ἃ a possible lease of the 
area from Egypt,,or the possibility of 
stationing there a mixed Israeli- 
Egyptian force — or even a UN or 
U.S. force. .

Retarded schoolchildren also need 
recreation and social activities, he 
said, but the adults need these ac- 
tivities even more. ‘The schools for 
the retarded have some sort of 
social-education and extracurricular 
Programmes,"’ he said. "There's 
nothing for the adults after they 
leave the sheltered workshop at 3 
p.m. Most of them sit at home by the 
television set. They need recreation 
and socializing as much as any of us 
do, even if for them it is on a lower 
level."" 

Fliegner hopes the parents, and 
other members of the chapter, will 
rally around the club as a focal point 
of their organization and then 
branch out te deal with other 
problems. "'I can only start the ball 
rolling. After that, I can help and 
support, but the real organization 
has to come from them. That's the 
whole basis of community work — 
not that the worker should solve the 
problems but that he should help the

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Carter tells Poles: War 
possible only by error 


Heikal revives [South African dissident 
Egyptian claim| editor flees to freedom 


WARSAW (AP). — U.S. President 
Jimmy Carter left Poland for Iran 
yesterday — second stop on his six- 
nation foreign tour — after capping 
his first state visit to a Communist 
country with an exchange of toasts 
with his Polish hosts. 

Carter pledged in a Friday night 
toast that the U.S. would never start 
® war except by accident and he said 
the Soviet Union would never start a 
war except under “‘the most 
profound provocation or mis- 
understanding." 

Winding up a day of meetings and 
touring in Warsaw, Carter said In a 
toast at the end of a state dinner: 

“| know in more vivid terms than 
before that nations like your own and 
Uke the Soviet Union, which have 
suffered deeply, will never com- 
mence ἃ war unless there is the most 
profound provocation or mis- 
understanding brought about by lack 
of communication.” 

“We also want peace and would 
never start a war except by mistake, 
when we didn’t understand the 
motives and attitudes and desire for 
peace on the part of our potential 
adversaries," he said. 

Driving to the banquet, the Carter 
motorcade passed about 100: dis- 
sidents gathered outside the Warsaw 
Palace gates on a cold and rainy 
night. The demonstrators chanted in 
Polish “Carter, Carter save us, save 
us.” 

In his toast to Polish Communist 
Party leader Edward Gierek, 
however, Carter praised the Polish 
record of “a deep commitment to 
human rights, a belief in the value of 


human freedom and human life." 

A White House official said Polish 
police dispersed the demonstrators. 
There were no reports of violence or 
arrests. 

The only major flap in the crowded 
Carter schedule came on Thursday 
nicht when a U.S. interpreter provid- 
ed an erratic and slightly comic 
tranalation into Polish of Carter's 
arrival statement. 

The translation brought snickers 
from some Poles and ied to the 
replacement of the American 
translator. But. at the dinner, the 
Polish substitute himself stepped 
aside in the middle of Carter's toast 
and another Polish translator 
stepped inte the breach. 

Poland came up with some 
translation discrepancies of its own 
yesterday at the close of Carter’s 
three-day. visit to Warsaw. 

The official press produced Polish- 
language versions of Carter's Friday 
news conference that appeared to 
have been politically altered. 


Carter opened his news conference 
with a reference to dissident jour- 
nalists “who wanted to attend but 
were not permitted to come.”" 

“Tribuna Ludu," the Polish party 
newspaper. rendered it simply as 
journalists ‘‘who wanted to come but 
couldn't." 

At the news conference, one 
reporter speaking of Soviet influence 
over Eastern European countries, 
insisted "if you don’t mind, they are 
dominated, Mr. President."

France developing cruise missile 


PARIS (UPI}. — France spent 1 
million frances (1L38m.) on 
preliminary research for ita own 
cruise-type missile in 1977 and will 
double that figure in the coming 
year, the Paris daily “Le Monde" 
said yesterday, quoting parliament 
sources. 

Earlier this week, American 
military sources were quoted as say- 
ing France is preparing to develop 
its own missiles of this kind. 

There was no comment on the 
report from the French Defence 


Ministry. But earlier this year, 
General Guy Mery, chairman of the 
French joint chiefs of staff, said in 
an interview that new arms systems, 
such as cruise missiles, are already 
today within the reach of France. 

Military sources estimated that a 
full programme to develop French 
cruise missiles would cost 3 billion 
francs and said that the funds spent 
so far on the missiles were only aim- 
ed at determining the feasibility of 
such a programme, “Le Monde" 
said,

Madrid approves autonomy | 
for violence-ridden Basques — 


MADRID (Reuter). — The Spanish 
government yesterday granted 
provisional autonomy to the 
violence-ridden Basque country, but 
left Navarre province the option of a 
referendum to decide whether to join 
the new entity. 


Navarre's reluctance to join the 
three other Basque provinces in an 
autonomous region had held up 
cabinet approval of home rule plans 
agreed upon by the government and 
Basque representatives last month. 

The formula announced after a 
long cabinet meeting on Friday es- 
tablishes a ‘general council of the 
Basque country." 

The provinces of Guipuzcoa, Viz- 
caya and Alava strongly support 
Tegional home rule and will join the 
council. But Navarre, which is half 
Basque and historically independent 
ot the other provinces, has been split 
on the issue. 

Yesterday's statement said a 
referendum would be held in 
Navarre if its provincial council 
decided the province should join the 
autonomous Basque region. 

The Navarre provincial council is 
made up mainly of conservative 


politicians appointed during the late. 


Gen. Franco's rule and opposed to 
joining a Basque regional body. 
Navarre parliamentary deputies 
belonging to Prime Minister Adolfo 
Suarez'’s ruling and Centrist party 
had also been reluctant to support 
Navarre’s union with the other Bas- 
que provinces. But after a second 
day of talks here, the Navarre 


deputies agreed on the formula an- 


nounced by the cabinet. 

The government has already 
granted provisional autonomy to 
Spain's other fiercely nationalist 
region, Catatonia, in the northeast. 
Unlike the Basque country, 
Catalonia achieved a limited form of 
self-rule without violence. 

In the Basque country, separatist 
guerrillas of the organization ETA 
have fought the Madrid government 
for over 20 years using bomb at- 
tacks, kidnappings and killings in 
their struggle for the establishment 
of an independent Marxist Basque 
state. ETA is unlikely to be satisfied 
with yesterday's measure, which 
grants the Basque region only 
limited autonomy until a new 
Spanish - constitution, now being 
drawn up, establishes definitive 
statutes of autonomy for the coun- 
try’s regions. 


Punk rock band will go-to U.S. 


WASHINGTON (AP). — The State 
Department reversed itself on Fri- 
day ‘and decided to allow the Sex 
Pistols, a controversial British rock 
group, to make a two-week visit to 
the United States. 

On Thursday, the U.S. embassy in 
London had turned down a visa re- 


queat because. two, of .the..four 


members of the group had com- 
mitted criminal offences which 
precluded their entry into this coun- 
try under U.S. immigration law, ac- 
cording to officials. 

In announcing a reversal of that 
decision, the State Department said 


it had obtained waivers from the Im- ἡ 


migration and Naturalization Ser- 
vice for the two members of the 
group who were ineligible for visas. 

The two were not identified but 
they were understood to be Paul 
Cook and Steve Jones. The other 


members are Johnny Rotten and Sid 
“Vicious. 

The Department said that the 
waivers were obtained ‘“‘because it 
was determined that the group 
sought entry into the U.S. for 
legitimate purposes." 

The. Sex Pistols, called ."'the 
world's mi 
band” by “Rolling Stone" magazine, . 
will be able to carry out ἃ 10-city con- 
cert tour this month. 

The group. whose record is banned 
by most British radio stations, plans 
4 19-day American tour. Last week 
they said they might try to enter the 
U.S. illegally if the visa were denied. 

A U.S. Embassy spokesman had 
sald that visas could be withheld if 
applicants had criminal convictions, 
were sexual deviants, or fell into 
what is known as the “moral tur- 
pitude category.” 


Hungry lions still loose 
in suburban Nairobi 


NAIROBI, Kenya (AP). — 
Marauding lions roamed Nairobi's 
western suburbs yesterday, terroriz- 
ing local residents and killing 
livestock as game park rangers tried 
collaring the beasts. 

The lions escaped in mid- 
December from Nairobi's Nattonal 
Park through a protective fence 
weakened by recent floods, accor- 
ding to loca] newspapers. 

They quickly set about satisfying 
their hi and killed three horses 
in the wooded suburb of Karen, 
about 14 kms. west of downtown 
Natrobi, and a cow in nearby 
Langata. 

Seven Hons have been captured by 
game park rangers using tran- 
quilizer darts since then, but ancther 
pride of at least three lions were still 
in the area yesterday.

U.S.-Soviet bear hunt

“There cannot be any unilateral

Trudeau said in the year-end inter- 
view with CTV, Canada's privately- 
owned TV network. ‘I’m not going to 
be shy about using the sword if 
something illegal is attempted in the 
Province of Quebec." 

(Shortly after Levescue's govern- 
ment was elected on November 15, 


1976, Trudeau had told Canadians he 
would never use force to keep the 
country together.) 

Trudeau said he did not like to 
speculate about the possibility of 
force and that Levesque's party was 
a democratic one, had acted within 
the law and had respected the judge- 
ment of the courts. 

But if it did decide to break the law 
— which now makes no provision for 
provincial separation — Trudeau 
said, “my answer is quite easy."

The Soviet Union watched im-

But 
efforts to get Geneva started bogged 
down in endless bickering over how 
the Palestinians should be 
represented.

AND AS more dramatic things were 
happening elsewhere, many people 
minimized the fact that there was 
still trouble in Lebanon.

At the end of 1976, Lebanon lay in 
ruins after a 20-month civil war that 
AdUed 40,000 people and saw another
